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Province mulling 
4-day work week 

Government employees may get perk in bid to save power

Most Nova Scotians will be en¬ 
joying three days off this week¬ 
end, but imagine three days off 
every weekend? 

The Department of Energy is 
actually looking into the idea as 
an energy-conservation measure. 

Minister Richard Hurlburt said 
yesterday he wants to analyze the 
cost benefits of allowing govern¬ 
ment employees to work Monday 
to Thursday. 

“I mentioned it to my staff last 
week; it’s just something to look 
at because we’re looking at nu¬ 
merous other programs to meet 
our targets,” he said. 

And some regions south of the 
border are already doing it. 

Gov. John Huntsman of Utah 
has approved a plan that will see 


17,000 government employees 
working 10-hour days Monday to 
Thursday instead of eight-hour 
days Monday to Friday. 

His office says this will cut the 
state’s energy costs by about $3 
million a year since government 
buildings will be closed for an ex¬ 
tra day each week. 

Art Irwin, a well-known ener¬ 
gy-conservation consultant in 
Halifax said he thinks this 
scheme could work in Nova Sco¬ 
tia. 

“In the summer of course, 
there’s the air conditioning load, 
in wintertime you would also 
save because you could drop your 
temperature back, maybe 6-8 de¬ 
grees,” he said. 

And it might even help save 
employee energy, he said. 

“People might even work a bit 
harder because they know 
they’re going to get the next day

off,” Irwin said with a chuckle. 

Cheryl Ratchford, energy coor¬ 
dinator with the Ecology Action 
Centre, said employees there 
have started thinking about tak¬ 
ing Fridays off in hopes of con¬ 
serving energy. 

“It’s something that we’d con¬ 
sider here,” she said. 

They’ve discussed doing tele¬ 
conferencing and e-mailing from 


home on Fridays to avoid using 
extra energy at the centre. 

Hurlburt said the province has 
very aggressive energy conserva¬ 
tion targets to meet and they’re 
looking at anything and every¬ 
thing that might help them get 
there. 

Including Fridays off. 

“We’ll do an analysis of the 
benefits versus the cons,” he said.

Security cameras will soon 
be installed on city buses 
following the sexual 
assault of a transit driver 
early yesterday morning.

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Farmland needs better protection, 
according to GPI Atlantic report

Nova Scotia needs to pro¬ 
tect its farmland, accord¬ 
ing to a new report. 

GPI Atlantic, a Halifax- 
based research firm, says 
Nova Scotia can feed itself 
if precautions are taken. 
And in the face of high 
food and fuel prices, it’s 
now more important than 
ever to be able to cultivate 
home-grown food, wrote 
Jennifer Scott, the report’s 
author. 

“These circumstances 
give new importance to 
the issue of land capacity 
... since an emerging ques¬ 
tion is whether Nova Sco¬ 
tia could feed itself in the 
event of an emergency.” 

Farmers would need 
more than 490,000 more 
hectares to feed everyone 
in the province. She said 
we have double that in po¬ 
tential farmland available 
in Nova Scotia. 

It puts the province in a 
unique position, since oth¬ 
er provinces are experienc¬ 
ing agricultural land short¬ 
ages, Scott said. 

The problem is that 
some farmland, especially 
in the Annapolis Valley, is 
becoming so valuable it’s 
worth more for farmers to 
sell it to developers.

“The scarcity of farm 
land in Kings County, 
along with the high cost of 
land and competition with 
housing and commercial 
developments, generally 
means that farmers have 
to crop more intensively 
and make every acre pay,” 
she wrote. 

This technique discour¬ 
ages soil-building farming 
techniques. 

“There may be heavy 
prices to pay for the inten¬ 
sive use of land.”

The Health Minister says 
training 226 more nurses 
next year will go a long 
way to address the loom¬ 
ing nursing shortage. 

“We increase the odds of 
retaining these nurses if 
they can get their educa¬ 
tion at home,” Chris d’En- 
tremont said yesterday. 

As previously announced 
in this year’s budget, the 
province allocated $3.4 
million to fund 46 Bache¬ 
lor of Nursing seats in uni¬ 
versities and 180 practical 
nursing seats in communi¬ 
ty college. 

About 40 seats in metro 
were announced yester¬ 
day: 25 at Dalhousie Uni¬ 
versity’s school of nursing 
and 15 at Nova Scotia Com¬ 
munity College’s water¬ 
front campus. 

The province is also pro¬ 
viding Dal and Cape Bre¬ 
ton University with 
$350,000 towards the ex¬ 
pansion. Janet Hazelton, 
president of the Nova Sco¬ 
tia Nurses Union, says 
more seats are encourag¬ 
ing, but don’t come close 
to easing the shortage or 
the burden on nurses right 
now. 

“The soonest we will 
even get to reap the bene¬ 
fits of this is a couple of 
years and four years for

registered nurses, but at 
least it indicates that there 
is a serious effort now to 
address this issue,” Hazel- 
ton said. 

The minister says an ad¬ 
ditional 500 nurses are 
needed by 2010. Hazelton 
said the number of nurses 
needed is more like 1,000. 

Hazelton says one issue 
is fewer hoops for nurses 
to jump through in other 
jurisdictions. 

“They can go online on a 
Saturday to any hospital in 
Alberta and get hired Sat¬ 
urday, where in our system 
it takes weeks and they 
have to go through inter¬ 
views and drive from 
Antigonish to Yarmouth,” 
Hazelton said. “The nurses 
are telling me ‘I’m not do¬ 
ing that. I don’t have to 
and I’m not going to.’”

Dal dean pleased with investment 

• Dalhousie University will en¬ 
roll 25 more nurses in its Hali¬ 
fax-based program starting 
this September, the province 
announced yesterday. 

Admissions will increase 
from 135 to 160 — a nearly 

19 per cent increase in first- 

year undergraduate enrol¬ 
ment on the Halifax campus. 
An additional five seats were 
also announced for Dal's 
Yarmouth campus, as well as 
180 practical nursing seats 
throughout the province. 

William Webster, Dal's 

dean of the faculty of health 
professions, said he's pleased. 

He said the announcement 
means more classroom 
space, instructors and equip¬ 
ment will be required for Sep¬ 
tember. 

The province chipped in 

$350,000 to Dal and Cape 
Breton University to cover ex¬ 
tra costs. 

"It will be challenging, but 
we are confident that with the 
support of our partners we'll 
be able to do it,” Webster said.

Transportation ideas roll along 

Citizens for Halifax hear from three speakers on changes needed in HRM

Something needs to be 
done about transportation 
in the HRM. 

That much was obvious 
at a Citizens for Halifax 
meeting last night. Before 
members broke off into 
small groups to talk trans¬ 
portation, three speakers 
gave them some ideas to 
think about. 

Laena Garrison with the 
Ecology Action Centre ad¬ 
vocated making more use 
out of transit, biking and 
walking. She said 65 per 
cent of people here drive 
to get around. 

“There needs to be more 
options so that only 50 per 
cent need to take a car,” 
she said. 

Plus, she’d like to see a 
provincial transit website 
so people could figure out 
how to get from Halifax to 
Truro, for example, by car¬ 
pooling and bus. Incen¬ 
tives like pay-as-you-go car 
insurance would also en¬ 
courage people to drive 
less. 


Brian Flemming, a for¬ 
mer chair of the Canada 
Transportation Act Panel, 
said they can talk all they 
like about alternative 


transportation, but the fact 
is road traffic has grown 
exponentially. 

“We have to face up to 
the road issue sooner or 


later,” he said. 

Flemming suggested es¬ 
tablishing a transportation 
authority which would 
find new ways of paying 


for roads, such as paying 
per use. This agency, he 
said, could also compare 
the cost of traffic solutions 
such as widening the Bed-

ford Highway versus a fast 
ferry or a light-rail transit. 

Frank Palermo, a profes¬ 
sor of planning at Dal- 
housie University, said it's 
a lack of imagination that 
keeps the city from fixing 
the transportation prob¬ 
lem. 

“I'm sick of hearing the 
‘can’t-dos’ in this commu¬ 
nity and all the reasons 
why we can't do it here.” 

His ideas included mak¬ 
ing transit so desirable 
that cars become a second 
choice. 

Marking off bus lanes on 
most streets would make 
transit faster and slow up 
the driving lanes, he sug¬ 
gested. 

But it’s meetings like the 
one last night — and not 
city transportation experts 
— which will change 
things for the better, Paler¬ 
mo said.

When Joshua Riker-Fox 
got the news he would be 
representing Canada at 
the Olympic Games in 
Beijing, he was too busy 
scrambling to survive to 
celebrate.

four-year period.” 

Riker-Fox contends the 
criteria in place are too 
general and the funding 
process for athletes needs 
to be reviewed on a case- 
by-case basis. 

“There is a major flaw in 
the formula used to ana¬ 
lyze carding,” he said. 
“They have two different 
tools: They look at histori¬ 
cal performance at the 
Olympics, but — especially 
in the case of the modern 
pentathlon — there isn’t 
enough data for analysis. 
There were no women in 
this field before 2000 at 
the Olympics, and Canadi¬ 
an men haven’t qualified 
since 1992.” 

And, because the mod¬ 
ern pentathlon involves 
highly specialized skills, 
Riker-Fox says participa¬ 
tion in the sport is lower 
than others, which he says 
makes a numerical analy¬ 
sis of participants unfair. 

“They look at our sport 
and say, ‘Josh, we can’t 
give you any money be¬ 
cause there isn’t historical 
representation.’ But I’ve 
made contributions; I’ve 
medalled at the Pan Am 
Games,” he said. “This is 
all motivated by govern¬ 
ment bureaucracy,” and, 
he says, is not an effective

way to show summer sport 
athletes that the federal 
government supports their 
endeavours. 

Riker-Fox also says the 
Canadian Olympic Com¬ 
mittee has been concen¬ 
trating on its own mandate 
to the detriment of sum¬ 
mer sport athletes. The 
COC is responsible for the 
Own The Podium program, 
which is concentrating on 
funding athletes who will 
participate in the 2010 
Winter Games. 

“Is there an imbalance? 
Yes. It is being corrected? 
Yes,” Steve Keogh, director 
of communications for the 
COC, said about the differ¬ 
ences in funding between 
the Road To Excellence 
Program, which funds 
summer sports athletes, 
and the Own The Podium 
Program. 

In response to the asser¬ 
tion that the Road To Ex¬ 
cellence Program has seen 
less federal funding, Alex 
Baumann, executive direc¬ 
tor of that program, con¬ 


ceded that “that certainly 
has been the case in the 
past,” although the govern¬ 
ment has agreed to supply 
the program with $8 mil¬ 
lion this year and $16 mil¬ 
lion next year, as well as an 
annual influx of $24 mil¬ 
lion in perpetuity. 

Another way the COC 
says it is rectifying any fi¬ 
nancial disparity is the new 
Athletes Excellence Fund, 
which Keogh says could 
benefit all athletes and is 
based solely on individual 
performance. Through this 
fund, medal winners will 
be able earn $20,000 for a 


gold medal, $15,000 for a 
silver and $10,000 for a 
bronze. 

“We hope to pay out a 
lot of money,” said Keogh. 

While Rilcer-Fox has 
every intention of 
medalling during his event 
on Aug. 21, he says the 
continuing battle for fund¬ 
ing has left lingering 
doubts about the entire 
Olympic funding process. 

“We have been disregard¬ 
ed by them for so long,” he 
said. “They don’t under¬ 
stand what it means to put 
on a Canadian jersey and 
represent your country.”

Don’t have $160 to drop 
on tickets for a pair of NHL 
exhibition games? The 
Boston Bruins have decid¬ 
ed to give Halifax hockey 
fans a taste of the NHL — 
for free. 

As reported in Metro 
yesterday, the Bruins offi¬ 
cially announced they will 
host five days of their 
training camp at the 
Metro Centre and Cole 
Harbour Place in Septem¬ 
ber. 

Daily practices are open 
to the public and free to 
attend. 

“Not everybody has an 
opportunity to go to the 
games,” said Bruins head 
coach Claude Julien, who 
attended a press confer¬ 
ence yesterday in Halifax 
to unveil the news. 

“It’s a great opportunity 
(for fans) to be able to get 
close to a player and 
maybe get an autograph 
and a picture. We’re going 
to make ourselves as acces¬ 
sible as possible.” 

The Bruins were already 
scheduled to play exhibi¬ 
tions at the Metro Centre 
against the Montreal Cana- 


diens on Sept. 22 and the 
Stanley Cup champion De¬ 
troit Red Wings on Sept. 
25. 

The contest against 
Montreal kicks off their 
time in the city. They’ll 
practice on Sept. 23 and 24 
at Cole Harbour Place and 


on Sept. 25 at the Metro 
Centre before playing the 
Red Wings that night. 
They finish up on Sept. 26 
at Cole Harbour Place. 

Julien said the practice 
sessions are gruelling and 
will show fans “what we 
do to prepare for the sea¬ 


son.” 

Julien, who played for 
the American Hockey 
League’s Halifax Citadels 
in 1988-89 and 1989-90, 
called Halifax a “hockey 
city” and “the perfect 
area” to hold his camp. 

“I was here for a few 


years, and I know the city 
well,” he said. “We have 
access to everything we 
need to make this training 
camp successful. I know 
for a fact there are a lot of 
Bruins fans here so it’s im¬ 
portant for us to give 
back.” 

He also called the Bru- 
ins-Habs matchup a 
“Game 8,” as it will be the 
first time his team has 
played since bowing out to 
Montreal in Game 7 of the 
Stanley Cup playoffs in 
April. 

“It’s an opportunity to 
get a little bit of revenge,” 
he quipped. 

Harold MacKay, presi¬ 
dent of Power Promotional 
Concepts, said the Bruins’ 
announcement could be 
the first step toward one 
day having a full training 
camp in Halifax. 

“If Boston has a good ex¬ 
perience here, we hope 
they’ll go back and think 
about what we said about 
wanting to make this a 
long-term thing, rather 
than a short-term thing,” 
he said.

Versatile, inexpensive and 
nutritious, the ever so 
humble potato is finally 
getting its 15 minutes of 
fame. The United Nations 
General Assembly has 
named 2008 the 
International Year of the 
Potato in recognition of 
the tuber’s 5,000 years on 
the planet and the fact 
that it can grow in poor 
soil and keep many 
hungry people alive. Con¬ 
sidered the most 
important vegetable crop 
in the world and the most 
important food crop after 
rice, wheat and corn, the 
potato has played a signif¬ 
icant role in history. Fast 
forward to the new 
millennium and with 
names like Klondike Rose, 
Snow Bird, Majesty 
Purple, Mountain Rose, 
Sierra Gold, Banana and 
Russian Blue, potatoes are 
the darlings of the chef 
set.

• 2 lb (1 kg) small red or 
white potatoes, unpeeled 

• 2 tbsp (30 mL) white 
wine vinegar 
Dressing: 

• 1 tsp (5 mL) Dijon 
mustard 

• 1 small clove garlic, 
minced 

• 2 tbsp (30 mL) light may¬ 
onnaise 

• 1/2 cup (125 mL) butter¬ 
milk or plain low fat 
yogurt 


• 1/2 tsp (2 mL) salt 

• 1/4 tsp (1 mL) pepper 

• 3 tbsp (45 mL) chopped 
fresh dill 

METHOD: 

Scrub potatoes and cover 
with cold water in a 
saucepan. Bring to a boil. 
Reduce heat and simmer, 
covered, until potatoes are 
tender but not soft, about 
15 minutes. Drain in colan¬ 
der until cool enough to 


handle. 

Cut in halves or quar¬ 
ters, depending on size. 
Place in large bowl and 
sprinkle with vinegar. Let 
stand a few minutes until 
vinegar is absorbed. 

Dressing: Place mustard 
and garlic in small bowl. 
Gradually whisk in mayon¬ 
naise to blend, then butter¬ 
milk, salt and pepper. Stir 
in dill.

• Scrub rather than peel 
potatoes. The skin adds fi¬ 
bre, colour and texture but 
also prevents the potatoes 
from getting too watery. 
For even cooking, pick 
similar sized potatoes. 

• Leftover buttermilk? 
Measure amounts you 
would use in a recipe in 
airtight containers, leaving 
1/2-inch (1 cm) headspace, 
label and freeze. When 
thawed, stir well and use 
in a baking recipe. 

• Waxy or boiling potatoes: 
Long white, round red or 
round white with a thin 
skin, these potatoes are 
lower in starch and higher 
in moisture. They keep 
their shape, making them 
good for boiling, steaming, 
roasting, scalloped or 
gratin dishes. 

• Floury or baking pota¬ 
toes: Such as Russet or Ida¬ 
ho, have a long shape and 
thicker skin. High in 
starch and low in 
moisture, these are a good 
choice for baking or 
mashing. 

• All-purpose potatoes: 
Such as the yellow-fleshed 
Yukon Gold have an even 
balance of starch and wa¬ 
ter, making it a good all- 
rounder.

Sowing monstrous seeds in Othello

The play is full of intrigue 
and jealousy; themes that 
Elizabeth Murphy says are 
perfect for today’s celebri¬ 
ty-centric and appearance- 
obsessed society. 

“I love the text and I love 
what it deals with,” said 
the director. “There are 
smacks of racism in it, but 
the play picks at the bug- 
bearer of my life, which is 
perception.” 

For the first time, Shake¬ 
speare by the Sea is pro¬ 
ducing Othello, The Bard’s 
tragic tale of a general, his 
wife Desdemona, and the 
plotting Iago. 

“People go on what they 
perceive to have happen 


all the time,” said Murphy. 

“And, quite often, it is to¬ 
tally wrong. But, because 
of the way our society 
works, no one wants to 
confront anything and find 
out what did happen.” 

Halifax-native Tory 
Adams — who last per¬ 
formed with the outdoor 
theatre company in 1990s 
— plays Othello, with local 
actor Jeremy Webb as Iago. 

“He knows that by sow¬ 
ing the smallest of seeds it 
can grow into a green eyed 
monster that can eat Oth¬ 
ello up,” Webb said about 
his manipulative charac¬ 
ter. 

Murphy said putting to¬ 
gether this production has 
been a collaborative effort, 
with the actors having in¬

way it is staged. 

“The director’s is a full 
length mirror for the ac¬ 
tors. You look at what 
works and you try to guide 
them to things that are 
clear,” she said. “You cast 
them because you believe 
they will bring something 
to this play that no one 


else can.” 

She cast Webb because 
she knew this was a role 
he could he really sink his 
teeth into. Adams came to 
mind as soon as she con¬ 
sidered producing Othello. 

“It’s been eons since I 
was last year, and my fami¬ 
ly is here, so to be back, 
and playing this role, in 
this park, is like a gift,” 
said Adams. He admits his 
first reaction to being 
asked was a questioning 
“Huh?”

In a shoebox, in a garage,

Hindu leaders are happy 
Love Guru not getting love 


movies Hindu leaders have 
claimed victory in their 
campaign against Mike 
Myers’ film The Love Guru 
after the movie failed to 
wow cinema audiences 
across America, imdb.com 
reports. 

Religious leaders called 
the movie “morally offen¬ 
sive” to Hinduism and urged 
followers of the religion to 
boycott the picture. 

The Love Guru debuted 
at No. 4 at the U.S. box of¬ 
fice on its June release, tak¬ 
ing just $14 million US in 
its opening weekend. 


The film has taken a 
gross total of just $31 mil¬ 
lion in the U.S. in the five 
weeks since its June 20 re¬ 
lease. 

Leading U.S. Hindu 
scholar Rajan Zed is con¬ 
vinced the organized boy¬ 
cott has contributed to the 
movie’s box office slump.
